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EDITORIAL NOTES 


What Is a Readable Book? 


By Miriam D. Tompkins, Chairman, Sub-Committee on Readable Books, 
American Library Association 


N the library’s enlarged program of service to individual readers, emphasis 
| is being given to the importance of the readable book as a means of foster- 

ing satisfactory reading habits. Though there is general agreement of 
the need for the readable book the term itself is used too often as a vague 
generalization having no more real significance than ‘‘average” or “general” 
reader. No thorough interpretation can be given it until such research 
studies as those of Dean W. S. Gray and Dr. Douglas Waples of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago are completed. In the meantime the following sugges- 
tions may be of practical help. 

In attempting to describe the readable book it is not enough to say that 
it must be ‘simple and brief and clear. ‘The question is how simple, how 
brief, how clear? This can be answered only by further questions about 
readers. As it is obvious that books considered simple by some persons are 
difficult for others, some grouping of readers according to their reading 
ability is necessary. The following attempt suggests a workable approach, 
though the five classifications suggested cannot be exact : 

Group I. This group is made up of the highest type of reader who ap- 
peals to the librarian for suggestions and advice, the type described by 
James Harvey Robinson in his Humanizing of knowledge as the educated 
non-specialist. The range of his reading is wide, for he is intelligent, well 
informed, and accustomed to the use of books. If his interest prompts him, 
he is able to read understandingly such works as Spengler’s Decline of the 
IVest, Eddington’s Nature of the physical world, Whitehead’s Science and 
ihe modern world, and The science of life by Wells and Huxley. 

Group II. Readers grouped here have had less extensive reading experi- 
ence than those discussed under Group I; though many of them read widely, 
their range is on the whole more limited. The selection of books for them 
depends largely upon the degree of their interest which is often sufficiently 
genuine and sustained for the reading of such writers as Stuart Chase, 
Walter Lippmann, Harry Overstreet, Mark Sullivan, James Truslow Adams, 
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Charles Beard, and George Counts, and the courses in the Reading with a 
Purpose series. 

Group III. ‘This group is still more limited in its reading experience. 
Though some are interested in worth while subjects they find the usual treat- 
ments too difficult. It was for this type of reader that the A .L. A. published 
Miss Felsenthal’s Readable books in many subjects. More and more of 
those in this group, whose interest has been casual and desultory, are now 
seeking through books to enlarge their understanding of our changing world 
and to adapt themselves to new conditions. The following titles suggest 
the types which meet their needs and interests: Krapp’s America, the great 
adventure, Bragg’s The world of sound, Slosson’s Chats on science, and 
Patri’s Talks to mothers. More books like these are needed as the present 
selection is very limited. 

Group IV’. Here belong those adults, representing perhaps half of our 
adult population, who have practically no book reading habits. They are 
non-readers so far as the library is aware. The fact that they make up a 
large part of our voting population and help to determine government pol- 
icies makes it important that they have an intelligent understanding of the 
issues of the day. According to information and data available, however, 
their reading efficiency is too limited for the majority of the books on the 
Felsenthal list. Books for this group must be as simple in vocabulary 
and sentence structure as those for the seventh-grade child, but they must 
be written in the language and from the point of view of the adult. That 
children’s books are quite unsuited to their needs is obvious when we realize 
the years of practical experience which have given these people a mature 
outlook. The treatment must be direct and concrete; the abstract and 
theoretical have no appeal. They must be brief, probably no longer than an 
ordinary pamphlet, but they must be books in order to command the respect 
and confidence of their readers. They must have vitality and an attractive 
style. This group has been clearly described by Mr. Lyman Bryson in an 
article in the April 1933 Journal of Adult Education, entitled “For Whom 
Are We Working?” [‘urther comments by Mr. Bryson are given in the 
Proceedings of the Fifty-fifth Annual Conference of the A. L. A., p. 636- 
650. No examples of books for this group can be given but Ilin’s New 
Russia's primer illustrates the needed book in style and method of presenta- 
tion but has vocabulary difficulties. Mr. Bryson thinks that only Arthur 
Brisbane writes with enough simplicity and understanding to attract these 
people. 

Group V. ‘This last group includes those native-born adults who have 
only recently learned to read and to whom the mere mechanics of reading 
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still presents serious obstacles. Their special needs are discussed with illus- 
trations of types of books in the report, Available reading material for 
native-born adult illiterates and near-illiterates, recently prepared by John 
Chancellor, formerly Supervising Librarian of the Bureau of Prisons of 
the Department of Justice, and now the Assistant in Adult Education at 
A. L. A. Headquarters. 

Foreign-born adults, who are learning English, should perhaps also be 
mentioned here. It must be remembered, however, that their reading ability 
in their native languages might place them in another of these groups. 
Suggestions of books in English for these readers will be found in Easy 
books for new Americans by Edna Phillips. This leaflet, published by 
A. L. A., is now out of print, but copies are probably available in many 
places. 

This fivefold grouping of readers leads directly to the question of how to 
determine reading efficiency.. Some readers’ advisers have accomplished 
this satisfactorily by using magazine and newspaper reading as an index, 
for types of periodicals and the articles which individuals read tend to reveal 
their interests and abilities. It should not be difficult to make a broad classi- 
fication of periodicals to serve this purpose. Mr. Bryson also suggests this 
method. 

The problem of the readable book, especially for those we have termed 
Group IV readers, is one of the most challenging for libraries at the present 
time, and demands the cooperation of all librarians. The members of the 
A. L. A. Sub-Committee on Readable Books are making every effort to 
locate books which meet the requirements of Group IV. They will be greatly 
aided if librarians will send to the Assistant in Adult Education at A. L. A. 
ileadquarters office the titles of any Hooks which they may have found to

“Libraries under tax limitations,” compiled at A. L. A: Headquarters, a 
summary chapter ‘Alternatives: a constructive outlook,” by Simeon E. 
Leland of the Illinois Tax Commission, and a “Bibliography of tax limita- 
tion legislation.” A list of current publications of the Public Administration 
Service to be found at the end of the pamphlet includes many titles which 
libraries will want to consider for purchase.
